tant item of interest this week 

is delivery of the initial printing 
order of the “special uncut sheets” to 
the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing. Of each of the 20 items to be 
issued in the March 15 deluge, there 
were ordered as a preliminary esti- 
mate only, 5,000 full uncut sheets of 
each. Of the items to be sold cut into 
blocks of four, the preliminary order 
was 250,000 blocks of each, in addition 
to the full sheets.

If watermarks are desired, thin pieces 
of copper wire of small guage are 
soldered to the roll in the form de- 
sired. These, of course, press into 
the paper more than the rest of the 
paper, making the paper thinner and 
producing the watermark. There is a 
chance that one of the copper wires 
which formed the double lined “U” 
became detached, leaving only the 
outline, or single lined “U” which is 
shown in the watermark on the block 
Mr. Mather describes.

sued to catch and hold any incom- 
plete sheets that may escape detection 
by the examining force at the Bureau 
sort of a check and double check 
system. In order that postmasters 





may know what unfinished and in- 
complete stamps are the warning was 
carefully worded: 


“The special attention of postmas- 
ters and post-office employees who are 
concerned in the handling of postage 
stamp stock is again called to the im- 
portance of detecting and withholding 
from sale of sheets of postage stamps 
that may, through inadvertence, > 
received in shipments that disclose 
imperfections of manufacture of suffi- 
cient importance as to place the 
stamps in the class of rare or unus- 
ual issues. Included in the list of 
stamps or stamped paper to be re- 
jected are the following: 


1. Sheets of stamps from which the 
perforations are missing alto- 
gether or that are perforated 
in one direction only. 

Stamps and stamped envelopes 
printed in a color other than 
that assigned to the particular 
denomination, unless the excep- 
tion has been authorized by the 
Department as stated in the of- 
ficial announcement. 


‘‘All stamp supplies received in post 
offices containing the above-mentioned 
defects of manufacture shall be im- 
mediately withdrawn from sale and 
the facts reported to the Department 
for instructions. Negligence on the 
part of postmasters and postal em- 
ployees in complying with the above 
instructions will be considered just 
cause for disciplinary action.”

The regular Parks series still main- 
tains popularity in spite of the forth- 
coming imperforate issue. In fact it 
was necessary to order more printed 
recently. The additional numbers are 
4 million each of the 1c, 2c, and 3c 
denominations and three million each 
of the rest, 4c through 10c inclusive. 

Those readers of Linn’s who trans- 
act business with Canada necessitat- 


bo 
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ing the use of money orders will en- 
joy the following order: 

“It is ordered that on and after 
February 18, 1935, the exchange 
charge of one percent on the face 
value of money orders of postal 
money orders drawn on Canada or 
Newfoundland, which was established 
by order No. 6576, shall be discon- 
tinued, and after that date until fur- 
ther notice no charge other than the 
usual fee for domestic money orders 
shall be collected.”

Mr. Roy M. North, Deputy Third 
Assistant Postmaster General, made 
an interesting address before the Col- 
lectors Club of Washington, February 
19, covering in a general way the 
activities of the Office of the Third 
Assistant. In making mention of 
philatelists, Mr. North ventured as 
his opinion that the interest in stamp 
collecting is created and kept alive 
by the diversity of opinions among 
collectors as to what is collectible and 
how and why it should be collected. 

Touching on the subject of com- 
memoratives (which is a delicate one 
here in Washington) Mr. North 
brought forth much approval as well 
as enjoyment by the statement that 
every postage stamp issued is potent- 
ially a commemorative, because it de- 
picts some likeness or picture for 
some good reason. But, the Depart- 
ment definition of a commemorative, 
is any stamp issued other than the 
regular series, especially when not 
conforming to the regular size and 
color. In Washington, much time has 
been spent in debating whether the 
Parks series are commemorative 
stamps or what? The discussion rages 
on with no solution agreeable to either 
group having been reached. Possibly 
it might be not amiss to offer a prize 
for a name suitable for the National 
Parks series, that would exclude them 
from yet include them in the class 
of commemoratives.

Rome—Mogadiscio Airmail 





On the occasion of the recent visit 
of King Victor Emmanuel to Somali- 
land, an extraordinarily, beautiful and 
striking set of Airmail stamps were 
issued to commemorate the record 
flight performed in 33 hours by the 
Italian pilots Francis Lombardi and 
Vittrio Suster on the Italian plane 
which carried mail on the route from 
Rome via Tobruk and Massaua to 
Mogadiscio. 














The stamps bear a portrait of the 
Italian King and _ are _ inscribed 
“ROMA—MOGADISCIO.” The set 
is in six values from 1 Lire to 10 
Lire. The design is most unusual and 
striking, being quite simple, thus 
beautiful. 


More Laurels for Pollock

Charles F. Becker shows us a copy 
of No. 1900, 10c Special Delivery 
which is perforated 11 on all but the 
left side, which is 10. This may be 
another of the odd perf varieties 
prevalent around the time this was 
issued but the irregularity of the holes 
in the copy submitted makes its au- 
thenticity doubtful. 


Lynn Miller wants to know how 
to distinguish between 481-2-3 and 
345-408-9. The first three numbers 
are unwatermarked. 345 has_ the 
double line watermark and 408-9, the 
single line watermark. 


Edward K. Mather desires to know 
how the watermark on postcards can 
be determined. Holding up to a 
strong light should prove the easiest 
way. He also has the 2c and 10c 
Pan-American issue, on what appears 
to be, bluish paper. These were never 
issued this way and the bluish tinge 
is probably caused by their being in

contact with a blue envelope when 
being soaked. 

Mr. Mather also has 12 varieties of 
broken hats on the 2c Columbian and 
wonders if anyone has a larger num- 
ber to report. He also mentions 
several single stamps which he has 
imperforates or part-perforate. Such 
copies with wide margins are some- 
times found but unless found in a 
pair the chances are very definitely 
that they have been trimmed—or they 
would be catalogued. 

Mr. Mather claims to have three 
distinct shades of the 3c Victory and 
asks why Scotts catalogue lists but 
two. Three shades are listed in the 
Specialized U. S. However, there are 
plenty of shades of other issues not 
listed but, as such varieties are of 
minor general interest, they must be 
limited to major color differences. 

In addition, Mr. Mather describes a 
block of 5¢ 1908 Washington on which 
both double and single line water- 
marks appear. The single is a “U”, 
This probably occurred as follows:— 
In making paper the pulpy mass pass- 
es under a copper roller while drying.

$1,781,500.00 Mr. Farley’s Folly is 
CASH MONEY going to be one big 
blow to the stamp 
collectors of America and of the 
world. Just because Jim Farley had 
some friends the American Stamp Col- 
lector is going to be milked in the 
first milking, for the sum of one mil- 
lion, seven hundred and eighty-one 
thousand and five hundred dollars. 

Leastwise that is the total of the 
face value of the first printing of Mr. 
Farley’s Foolish Sheets of stamps that 
is to be made and put on sale as 
“sucker bait’” on March 15th at Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

For this huge sum of money which 
will be received for a few hundred 
pounds of paper and a quantity of 
printers ink, the Postoffice Depart- 
ment has finally consented to handle 
first day covers for the “poor fish” 
who are still biting. 

That will help take some of the 
sting out of the process of obtaining

these souvenirs of questionable merit 
and questionable value altho doubt- 
less there will be a huge quantity of 
them sold and doubtless some who in- 
vest in these with a view to the future 
will find the investment a profitable 
one for the sole reason that the levy 
is so high that it will not be possible 
for a lot of collectors to stand the 
strain and as a result these collectors 
will lay off and in time to come the 
values will go up as we all know that 
short issues do turn out to be the 
valuable stamps and it is easy to fig- 
ure in this instance that the first 
printings will in no instance produce 
over 2,000,000 stamps. These being 
imperforates, will mean at the most 
1,000,000 collector pieces if all were 
served in pairs. There will however, 
be many of them served in blocks and 


®!a pair or a block of which there are 


less than 1,000,000 pieces available 
should in the course of time turn out 
a very desirable piece. 

It is necessary to go away back to 
the 15¢c Columbian stamp of 1893 to 
find a stamp of which about this quan- 
tity were printed. The 15¢ Colum- 
bian was an issue of a little more than 
a million and a half and the stamp 
today is worth around $2.00 for choice 
mint copies. 

It is readily understood that in this 
instance every one of the Farley 
stamps is of a value under this 15c 
stamp excepting the lone 16c Air 
Mail. That means a bigger market 
than for a 15¢ stamp and with the 
much larger number of collectors now 
interested a still bigger market. On 
the other hand a vast quantity or by 
far the greater number of the 15c Co- 
lumbians were used and destroyed, 
whereas due to the very nature of 
these imperfs, a very small quantity 
of the total will be used and last to 
Philately. 

On the whole however, investment 
in these issues should turn out much 
better in the course of ten years than 
one could hope for from many other 
kinds of investment. 

It has never been our purpose to 
recommend investment in stamps to 
anyone, we prefer to cater to the col- 
lector who collects for pleasure and 
pleasure alone without thought as to 
investment. 

It is a fact however that a great 
many collectors do invest in sheets 
of stamps in the hope of making a 
profit therefrom and to this class of 
collectors a word of advice may not be 
amiss. 

Of all the collectors who do buy 
sheets with the idea of laying them

ourselves that the majority of such 
collectors realize but little on the 
investment. This is due to the fact 
that there are so many who buy in 
this manner and that the majority of 
these collectors are financially unable 
or have not the patience to hold the 
stamps long enough and as a result 
for years after any certain issue the 
sheets are trickling into the market 
from collectors who get pinched and 
need the cash or from collectors who 
get tired waiting for the fancied 
profit. The quantity thus dumped is 
sufficient to keep the market supplied 
and as a result the dealer can usually 
pick up all he needs at face or at a 
slight premium. In some cases where 
a collector has fifty to a hundred dol- 
lars worth of such material and wants 
quick money, we have known of them 
selling under face to get quick cash. 

Therefore the profit from invest- 
ments in stamps of this nature can 
only be depended upon by those col- 
lectors who are financially able to buy 
the stamps, lay them away for ap- 
proximately ten years in most cases 
and then take their profit. 

The Norse-American stamps are the 
one outstanding exception to this rule, 
in the past ten years. 

However, if the quantity first print- 
ed is all that wil be printed of these 
Farley Stamps, any of them should in 
time become a very desirable invest- 
ment for the man who cares to tie

It is our belief however that the 
quantity first printed as shown in the 
table in the Washington News in this 
number, will have to be enlarged to 
meet the demand. This may not be 
true of certain of the stamps such as 
the Newburgh, the Byrds and the 
souvenir small sheets for none of 
these are of any value or interest to 
the collector except to get gutter 
pairs or blocks. All the remainder of 
the stamps in any of these sheets are 
worthless except as plain stamps such 
as we already have in the sheets 
that have been issued. In the small 
souvenir sheets of nine however, the 
entire sheets are saleable as gutter 
pieces except the corners of the big 
sheets and the central stamps in each 
pane at top and bottom of the sheet. 

Some collectors will of course want 
all the position blocks from these 
sheets and for the specialist it will 
mean a new album to house this mess. 

It is our belief that the sale of these 
Farley Stamps will total near three 
million dollars within the year. Such 
a sum is not to be sneezed at and 
Mr. Farley will doubtless be congrat- 
ulated by some folks for his fore- 
sight in being so generous to a few 
friends. 

If the howl from collectors keeps 
up and Mr. Farley is prevailed upon 
to issue the other stamps that have 
leaked from the Bureau in this man- 
ner then collectors can prepare to take 
another licking at a later date for it 
is said on good authority that numer- 
ous other imperf pieces have been 
handed out as favors, altho not in 
sheets, yet in blocks of four. 

The current 20c Golden Gate is re- 
ported as being shown in Chicago and 
a scanning of dealer advertising will 
lead one to wonder where numerous 
other offered pieces have come from.

Imperforates 


Once again may I warn all precan- 
cel collectors about the current imperf 
issues. None of them will ever gain 
admittance to the catalog nor be 
recognized by the precancel fraternity. 
I have the publishers word for it that 
such truck will never be listed. If you 
pay money for such precancels con- 
sider yourself as having purchased 
a novelty like the tin whistle with 
the little red feather in it that you 
bought last year at the fair. 


Bristol, Va. 

W. M. Harmon of Covington, Va., 
tells me that he has a 3c ord. comp. 
perf. from Bristol, Va., in the type 
without lines or bars. This makes 
the third item in this type, who has 
others? The other two values were 
the 10c and 25c. 


Al Jones Figures Up. 


In a recent issue of the Precancel 
Optimist Jones portrays a table of 
figures showing that while the perf. 
10x10 issue was in use but a compar- 
atively short time, the values from the 
2c to 10c in the perf. 11 issue were 
in use but little longer and as in the 
case of the 2c not quite half so long. 
The perf. 11 stamps were issued first, 
then the perf. 10x10. Jones implies 
that when the perf. 10 of a certain 
value appeared, it was then that the 
perf. 11 ceased to be made, at any 
rate that is the way he figures his 
table. It has always been my opinion 
that in as much as these perf. 10x10’s 
were still somewhat of an experiment 
the two methods of production were 
used concurrently until the production 
of the rotary presses proved sufficient 
to take care of the demand, if this 
be true then the time and number of 
stamps made in the perf. 11 issue 
would be greater than supposed by 
Jones. It was Als purpose in the 
first place to show the relative scarc- 
ity of the low value perf. 11 pre- 
cancels as to those of the 10x10 issue 
by portraying a table showing the 
approximate number of months each 
value was in use, and he should be 
commended for his time and effort.
